For safety and to coordinate the event, @ight Amateur Radia 
Operators, with several on stand-by, provided radio communications 
between the rest stops, control point and the roving SAG Wagons, to 
keep their eye on any breakdowns or mishaps and of course the Supply of 
goodies, drinks and cups at each rest stop.
